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Communist  Party  Heads  Switch; 
Premier  Khrushchev  Retired 


MOSCOW,  (AP) — The  10-year  era  of  Nikita  Sergeivich  Khrushchev  is  ended. 

He  has  resigned  as  First  Secretary  of  tiie  Soviet  Communist  Party  and  as  Premier, 
authoritative  sources  said  Thursday. 

Two  of  the  lieutenants  he  has  most  trusted  are  replacing  him — Leonid  Brezhnev  in 
the  key  post  of  Party  Secretary  and  Alexei  Kosygin  as  Premier. 

THE  ACTION  closes  a decade  during  which  Khrushchev  dominated  most  of  the  Com- 
munist world.  He  wound  up  with  the  Red  world  shaken  as  Lenin  and  Stalin  never  could 
have  imagined — in  the  midst  of  an  ideological  scramble  with  Red  China. 

What  effect  the  changes  will  have  on  the  Soviet  Union’s  relations  with  the  West 
remains  to  be  shown. 

POOR  HEALTH,  and  conceivably  an  appraisal  of  poor  results,  were  probably  the

Britain’s  Labor  Party  Topples 
Conservatives’  13-Year  Rule 


LONDON.  (AP)— Harold  Wil- 
son’s Labor  Party  today  appar- 
ently won  The  British  National 
election  on  Prime  Minister  Dou- 
glas-Home’s conservatives. 

Jubilant  Labor  Party  Head- 
quarters said  the  remaining  re- 
sults would  only  determine  the 
size  of  the  laborite  margin  in  the 
House  of  Commons.  Conservative 
Party  Headquarters  withheld 
comment  but  was  cast  in  gloom. 

The  apparent  Labor  Party 
victory  ended  13  unbroken  years 
of  conservative  rule. 

From  early  in  the  counting, 
computers  predicted  a laborite 


victory  by  anything  up  to  40 
seats. 

The  Labor  Party’s  General 
Secretary,  Len  Williams  told 

newsman:  “23  will  get  a major- 
ity of  at  least  30  seats — probably 
more.” 

With  307  districts  counted  out 
of  630  the  results  were: 

Labor  Party  183  seats 

Conservative  Party  122  seats 

Liberal  Party  2 seats 

This  represented  a net  Labor 
party  gain  of  45  seats,  of  which 
44  were  taken  from  the  Onseva- 
tives  and  one  from  the  Liberals.

U.S.  Diplomat 
Gives  Talk 
At  Assembly 

The  problem  before  the  Atlantic 
community  is  that  of  new  hori- 
zons and  new  ventures,  according 
to  former  Ambassador  Walter  C, 
Dowling,  who  spoke  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  Thursdav  at  10  a.m. 

AMBASSADOR  D O W LING 
said  that  Europe  is  undergoing 
a great  change  and  that  it  is 
now  at  an  “intermission  between 
historical  acts  of  history.” 

HE  SAID  that  in  the  A-tlantic 
Community  there  is  a resevoir  of 
human  resource  that  the  world 
has  never  seen.  With  these  re- 
source that  the  world  has  never 
seen.  With  these  resources  “we 
can  not  shake  the  destiny  of  our 
world.”  he  said.  He  also  noted 
that  those  who  wish  to  bury  us 
really  want  the  fruits  of  our  soc- 
iety. 

Ambassador  Dowling  gave 
some  general  rules  that  the 
United  States  must  follow  in 
playing  her  part  in  Atlantic  co- 
operation: we  must  continue  to 
accept  the  responsibility  of  lead- 
ership and  accept  criticism  from 
our  allies:  we  must  maintain  a 
high  level  of  defense  we  must  be 
ready  to  confront  force  with 
force:  and  we  must  continue  our 
efforts  for  peace. 

HE  ALSO  SAID  that  “under- 
standing is  essential  to  the  world 
today,”  and  that  we  need  to  ex- 
plore new  institutions  for  broad- 
er understanding  across  the 
Atlantic.

If  he  wasn’t  touring  aboard, 
he  was  making  speeches  in  the 
boondocks. 

Gold  in  hand  the  Soviet  Union 
had  to  go  to  the  United  States  and 
Canada  for  wheat  to  feed  its  peo- 
ple. This  was  despite  Khrush- 
chev’s boasts  that  Communist 
agriculture  was  rapidly  over- 
taking the  capitalist  kind.

“We  can’t  wait  for  the  Federal 
Government  to  pass  legislation, 
as  the  problem  is  here  now  and 
w'e  should  and  can  meet  this  pro- 
blems”, commented  Mr.  Melich.

The  situation  I would  have 
been  in  should  I have  won  is  not 
so  peculiar  when  we  recognize 
that  last  year’s  sophomore  class 
president  was  a member  of  the 
junior  class  the  last  semester  of 
his  tenure  of  office. 

Contrary  to  rumor,  I did  not 
have  my  lapel  badges  and  handi- 
out  sheets;  printed  this  summer; 
they  were  printed  three  days 
after  my  nomination.  I was  dis- 
qualified because  of  a point  in 
the  consitiution  that  is  not  specif- 
ically clear.  The  Attorney  General 
maintained  that  I should  be  qual 
ified  according  to  my  previous 
college  credit,  instead  of  my  high 
school  record. 

I was  cleared  originally  by  the 
Dean  of  Students,  J.  Elliott  Came- 
ron, on  the  basis  of  my  high 
school  grades  but  the  decision 
rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court 
nullified  my  qualification. 

We  have  a great  class  this 
year  as  freshmen,  and  I hope  to 
take  part  if  I can  be  of  service.

Democratic  Vice  Presidential 
nominee  Hubert  Hurfiphrey,  on 
the  campaign  trail  in  Pennsylv- 
ania, said:  "I’m  sure  the  White 
House  will  make  whatever  state- 
ment needs  to  be  made.”

Veep  Gives 
Panorama 
Of  Finances 

“We  have  a very  efficient  of- 
fice this  year,”  says  John  Wright, 
the  ASBYU  vice-president  of  Fin- 
ance. The  finance  office  which  is 
located  on  the  4th  floor  of  the  Y 
Center  is  never  without  a recep- 
tionist at  any  hour  of  the  day. 
Fifteen  girls  rotate  to  keep  the 
office  occupied  for  the  conven- 
ience of  the  studentbody. 

THIS  YEAR,  according  to  vice- 
pres.  Wright,  the  studentbody 
budget  is  over  $140,000  and  it  is 
an  important  responsibility  for 
both  he  and  his  executive  assist- 
ant, Roy  Griffiths,  to  supervise 
the  studentbody  spending  of  this 
large  sum. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  each  studentbody  organiza- 
tion makes  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  they  will  need 
to  function  during  the  school 
year. 

AFTER  CONSIDERATION  the 
sums  of  all  these  budgets  become 
*the  studentbody  budget  which 
must  be  approved  by  the  student 
finance  committee,  the  assistant- 
director  of  the  Y Center,  the  Dean 
of  Students,  the  Comptroller  of 
the  University  and  finally  ratified 
by  the  ASBYU  Senate. 

All  purchases  for  the  student- 
body  are  made  through  the  fin- 
ance office  and  the  leaders  of 
studentbody  organizations  obtain 
authorization  for  the  use  of  stu- 
dentbody funds  from  either  Mr. 
Wright  or  Mr.  Griffiths. 

Mr.  Wright  said  that  student 
leaders  sometimes,  do  not  realize 
fully  their  responsibility  in  con- 
nection with  the  money  they 
spend.  Those  in  charge  of  stu- 
dentbody functions  and  office 
should,  he  said?  “learn  to  spend 
someone  else’s  money  correctly.”

New  Photo  Schedule  Effective; 
Banyan  Shots  By  Class-Housing 


The  new  system  being  used  for 
taking  “Banyan”  portraits  has 
been  very  successful  so  far  this 
fall,  according  to  Jerry  Rogers, 
BYU  Photo  Studio  manager.  More 
pictures  have  been  taken  this 
year  than  in  the  same  period  of 
time  last  year. 

FOR  THE  first  time  the  picture 
schedule  was  divided  up  accord- 
ing to  classes  and  housing.  Stu- 
dents living  on  campus  are  sched- 
uled now  and  off-campus  stu- 
dents will  get  their  portraits 
later. 


An  average  of  125  pictures  are 
taken  for  each  day.  However,  one 
day  there  may  be  only  30  por- 
traits made  and  the  next  day  200 
students  will  be  photographed. 

MR.  ROGERS  SAID  that  stu- 
dents could  avoid  confusion  and 
long  lines  if  they  would  get  their 
portraits  when  scheduled. 

He  estimates  that  approximate- 
ly 10,000  portraits  will  be  made 
for  the  “Banyan”  by  the  photo 
studio. 

There  is  no  charge  for  these 
portraits  and  students  may  obtain 
prints  at  nominal  charges. 


The  high  speed  camera  takes 
one  exposure  every  six -millionths  ; 
of  a second,  and  the  flash  reaches 
a maximum  of  one  million  watts 
at  its  peak. 

INFORMATION  on  the  experi- 
ments have  already  revealed  thaf' 
the  faster  the  particles  are  ac- 
celerated, the  higher  the  drag 
forces  become. 

The  experiments  include  pass- 
ing particle-laden  gases  through  a 
magnetic  field  in  a vacuum  cham- 
ber — the  same  effect  as  a high 
altitude  space  flight.  The  mag- 
netic attraction  causes  the  parti- 
cles to  reach  speeds  up  to  3,000 
times  those  caused  by  gravity. 

WHEN  THE  particles  go 
through  the  chamber,  the  high 
speed  camera  takes  an  exposure 
of  the  particles,  and  the  results 
show  the  amount  of  drag  created. 

The  final  step  is  the  coding  of 
the  information,  which  is  fed  to

Wyoming  took  over  the  driver’s 
seat  of  the  Western  Athletic  Con- 
ference race  Saturday  by  shading 
Utah  14-13.  It  was  the  Pokes  first 
conference  game  this  season. 

AN  IMPROVED  New  Mexico 
team  moved  into  second  place, 
winning  by  a field  goal  over  Ari- 
zona 10-7.  Losses  dropped  Utah 
and  Arizona,  last  week’s  leaders, 
into  a third-place  tie. 

In  all  games  played,  Wyoming 
and  Arizona  State  remain  as  the 
only  undefeated  WAC  teams, 
with  four  victories  each.  The  Sun 
Devils  trounced  Texas  Western 
for  their  fourth  non-conference 
win. 

IN  TOTAL  offense  and  passing 
offense,  Arizona  State  continues 
to  hold  a comfortable  lead.

UTAH  DOMINATES  the  defen- 
sive scene,  ranking  first  in  both 
total  defense  and  pass  defense 
and  second  in  rushing  defense. 
The  Redskins  have  allowed  ap- 
ponents  a scant  passing  gain  of 
67  yards  per  game  and  average 
total  gains  of  196  yards  per  game. 

Arizona  shows  the  best  defense 
against  enemy  ball  carriers,  al- 
lowing an  average  net  gain  of  93 
yards  per  game. 

Wyoming  is  a close  second  in 
both  total  defense  and  pass  of- 
fense, holding  opponents  to  an 
average  of  218  total  yards  per 
game  and  74  yards  by  passing.
